Washington Citv, Aug. 
3 , - President 
Cleveland approved the oleomargarine bill, 
Monday and sent the following message to 
;he home: 
“ To the H ouse ok R epresentatives 
; 1 
have this day approved a bill originating 
in the bouse of representatives, entitled ’an 
tet delining butter, also imposing a tax 
jpon and regulating the manufacture, sale, 
mportation, and exportation of oleomar­ 
garine.' 
This legislation has awakened 
much interest among the people of the 
country, and earnest argument has been ad- 
iressed to the executive for the purpose of 
influencing his action thereupon. 
Many in 
opposition have urged its dangerous char­ 
acter as tending to break down the bound- 
tries between the proper exercise of legisla­ 
tive power by federal and state authority; 
many in favor of the enactment have rep­ 
resented that it promised great advantages 
to a large portion of our population who 
tadly need relief; and those on both sides of 
the question whose advocacy or opposition 
is based upon ho broader foundation than 
¡oral or personal interest Lave outnum­ 
bered all the othera 
"This upon its face and in its main fea­ 
tures is a revenue bill, and was first intro- 
iuced in the house of 
representatives, 
wherein the constitution declares that all 
bills for raising revenue shall originate. 
"The constitution has invosted congress 
with a very wide legislative discretion, 
ooth as to the necessity of taxation and the 
.election of the objects of its burdena 
And 
though if the question was presented to me 
« s an original proposition, 1 might doubt 
;be present need or increased taxation, I 
leera it my duty in this instance to defer 
:o the judgment of the legislative branch of 
the government, which has been to emphatt- 
'ally announced in both bouses of congress 
jpon the passage of this bill. 
"Moreover, thoae who desire to see re­ 
moved the weight of taxation pressing upon 
: be people from other directions may well 
be justified in the hope ard expectation that 
the selection of an additional subject of in­ 
ternal taxation, so well able to bear it, will 
in consistency be followed by legislation re- 
ieving our citizens from oth« *r revenue 
burdens, rendered by the passage of this 
bill even more than heretofore unnecessary 
in« I needlessly oppVessive. 
"It has been urged as an o bjectio n to this 
measure that, while pu rpo rting to be lo gis- 
atio n fo r revenue, its real purpo se is to de­ 
stro y, by the use o f the taxing po wer, o ne 
industry o f o ur peo ple lo r the pro tectio n 
*nd benefit of ano ther, 
if entitled 
to in 
iulge in such a suspicio n us basis o f o fficial 
» ctio n in this case, and if entirely satisfied 
bat tbe co nsequence bulb ated wo uld en» ue, 
I wo uld do ubtless feel co nstrained to inter* 
! o.-.e executive dissent. 
bu t 1 do no t feel 
'ailed upo n to interpret tbe mo tives o f 
o ngress o therwise than 
by tbe a p u a m it 
baracter o f tbe bill which has been pre­ 
en ted to me, and I am co nvinced that the 
axes which it creates canno t po ssibly de­ 
stro y tbe o pen and legitimate m anu factu re 
ind sale o f tbe thing upo n which it is levied.

is manifestly a duty to render it as effective 
as possible in the accomplishment of dll the 
good which should legitimately follow ia it* 
train. 
“ This leads to the suggestion that the 
erticle proposed to be taxed, and the cir­ 
cumstances which subject it thereto, should 
be clearly and with great distinctness de­ 
fined in tbe statute. 
It seem« to me that 
this object has not been completely attained 
in the phraeesoiogy of the second section of 
the bill, and that questions may well arise 
as to the precise condition the article to be 
taxed must assume in order to be regarded 
as made in imitation or semblance of but­ 
ter, or, when so made, calculated or In­ 
tended f o be sold as butter or for butter. * 
“ The fourteenth and fifteenth sections of 
the bill in my opinion, are in danger of 


being construed as an interference with the 
police powers of tbe stetea 
Not being en­ 
tirely satisfied of the unoonstitutionality 
of these provisions, end regarding them as 
not being so connected end interwoven with 
the other sections as, 
if found invalid, to 
vitlats tha entire measure, 
I have deter­

with a v oluminous mass of correspondence 
relativ e to the case. 
The correspondence show« that on J uly 1 
Consul Brigham, at El Paso del Norte, sent a 
statement of the facts of the case to Minister 
J ackson at Mex ico, announcing bis 
Brig­ 
ham 's) failure to get any satisfaction from 
the Mex ican authorities regarding the mat­ 
ter. 
Upon the application of Minister 
J ackson 
to Mex ican 
Foreign Secretary 
Maretcal, that official said he had recom 
mended the gov ernor of Chihuahua to see 
that justice was done. 
Cutting being still 
in prison J uly IT and the fact being duly 
announced to Secretary 
s true ted Minister J ackson 
instant release of Cutting, 
ceding to this demand the 
office sent to Secretary Bay ard a statement 
of the facts and the legal position of the 
Mex ican gov ernment 
Thla position was 
in short that according to Mex ican law that 
gov ernment can punish an alien for a v io­ 
lation of its laws (when the person injured 
is a citizen of Mex ico) when the v iolation 
takes place in a foreign country , thus assum­ 
ing jurisdiction of the liv es and liberty of 
aliens for crimes committed against Mex i­ 
cans in a foreign country . 
The statement 
contained a Hat refusal to release Cutting 
Secretary Bay ard replied emphatically 
repudiating the Mex ican claim, and that 
gov ernment was notified that the United 
States would not assent to or permit such 
ex tra-territorial force to be giv en to Mex i­ 
can law. 
Ssnor Ilomero, the Mex ican min­ 
ister at Washington, then informed Secre­ 
tary Bay ard that Cutting would be released 
v ery shortly , and the eecretary was con­ 
v inced by later friendly representations of 
the Mex ican gov ernment that an honor­ 
able adjustment of the matter would soon 
be arriv ed at 
Secretary Bay ard closes 
with a v igorous criticism of the Mex ican 
legal position, and takes the v iew that it is 
untenable from any standpoint, and not to 
be assented to under any circumstances.

B elfast , Aug. a — When Sunday ’s riot­ 
ing was suppressed it was hoped, and by 
many believ ed, that there would be no 
further disorder. 
There was not, howev er, 
any relax ation of v igilance on the part of 
the police, who, as far as possible, pre­ 
v ented the gathering of crowds about the 
street corners and in open spaces. 
Toward 
night the tide of trav el set In the direction 
of York street and soon that thoroughfare 
was filled with people. 
As they did not 
loiter, the police could find no ex cuse for 
dispersing them, and when the strains of 
music from the bands accompany ing a 
large body of Catholioi returning from an 
ex cursion were hesrd, the presence of so 
unusual a crowd upon 
that particular 
street was accounted tor. As the ex cursion­ 
ists marched up between the solid walls of 
humanity on either eide o f the street, they 
were greeted 
with 
derisiv e y ells, and 
finally with a v olley of stones 
The women and children, of whom there 
were many in the procession, screamed with 
fright and pain—many of thorn being hit—■ 
and their cries seemed to stimulate the 
rioters to renewed v iolence. 
Suddenly the 
crowd, as if by prearrangement, rushed 
upon the procession and beat the ex cursion­ 
ists indiscriminately —women and children 
suffering alike with the men. 
The police 
charged the rioters who were not oonfin­ 
ing themselv es to attacking the procession, 
but had already sacked sev eral buildings 
and were engaged in wrecking other« , and 
were driv en back by a shower of stones 
1 he mob rapidly increasing, and following 
uo their adv antage ov er the police, charged 
the letter, driv ing them back some dis­ 
tance. 
The military at this juncture ap­ 
peared on the scene, and the police, making 
% stand, fired into the crowd, killing one 
man and wounding eev eraL 
Before the rioters had recov ered from 
this v olley , the military charged upon them 
with fix ed bay onets, clearing the streets in 
short ordtr. 
The police suffered sev erely 
during the fight, sev eral of them being hit 
by pistol shots fired by the crowd.

or four of them were seriously , but not 
fatally wounded. 
Most of the wounded rioters were sent to 
the hospital.
